Tlie secondi play, ''More Petr 
feet Union,” is in a more seri- 
ous vein, dealing with racial inr 
tolerance and draws its name 
from the preamble to the con- 
stitution. Janice Lindquist plays 
th e wealthy young snob, while 
Betty Backus plays the girl 
"from across the tracks.” Those 
In the supporting roles ar e Joy 
Smith, Barbara Pretty, Nancy 
Van, Laura Belle Bennett, Rob- 
hi Buck, Grace Taylor, and Ruth 
Donahue. 

• "You’re Fired," the third play, 
is a hilarious farce about the 
adventures of Edward Hickox 
as Johnnie, .who tries to get 
fired so he won’t have to marry 
Gay, Eunice Lane. Grace Len- 
fest plays the understanding 
secretary, Dick Dysart the cho- 
leric business tycoon, Claire 
Macy the forceful union execu- 
tive, and Mark Rines the tax 
collector.

At the Edward Little High 
School winter carnival, Jan. 30- 
31, Gould Academy came out as

GOULD WINS STATE 
SKI CHAMPIONSHIP 

Celebrating the Annual Gould 
Winter Carnival the Husky ski 
team won the Maine Interschol- 
astlc Ski Championship with a 
total of 376.96 points while Ed- 
ward Little of Auburn followed 
with 339.55 points and Rumford 
332.23. These three teams will 
compete in the New England 
Championship Ski Meet to be 
held here at Bethel February 
13 and 14. Other teams compet- 
ing in the State Meet are listed 
in the order of their scoring: 
Andover, Caribou, Lewiston, Fort 
Fairfield, Deering, Ashland, 
Fryeburg, Eliot, and Portland. 

Gould started off by winning 
th e down-hill event which was 
run nt Pleasant Mountain in 
Bridgton on Friday morning. Up. 
on returning to Bethel in the af- 
ternoon the cross country run- 
ners took their stand with Nor- 
ton of Gould tying with Baxter 
of Ashland for a time of 19:47 
minutes. Croteau came in sec- 
ond while Bodwell of Andover 
came in third, continuing the 
meet on Saturday morning at 
Swan’s hill in Bethel, Ireland 
took first place in the slalom 
with a time of 46.4. Nadeau of 
Rumford was next -with- 60.6 and 
Woodard of Fryeburg was third 
with 51.9. The jumping which took 
place In the afternoon was won 
by Roberts of Andover, Bodwell 
of Andover took second honors 
and Ireland of Gould took third 
place.
